"Bristol looks good to nu*, even in the fog." was the o|>euing 
remark of a I*.

The development of Bristol, its possibilities and what is necessary 
ft* further its development, were stain* of the topics discussed.

The consolidation of Bristol w ith either a |*»rti«»n, or all of Bris­ 
tol Township was suggested and its necessity for accomplishment of 
nome of the things advocated was stressed. 
Methods of financing expansion and rehabilitation of the U»r- 
ottgh'i utilities and of getting more tax revenues were considered, as 
well as the equalization of assessments. 
No definite action was taken as an outgrowth of the discussion, 
the meeting resulting merely iii an expression by those assembled 
that some things should U* done if Bristol is to Uiiefit by the amici*

OM tlawl In * Pea* OM 
known tfir great cri»ln that thin 
country Is facing, who knows how 
and why all this came about, and 
who will fight fearlessly to prevent 
what I fully believe to be Impend­ 
ing disaster. 
Here Is my platform In brief. 
Deficit spending must be stopped at 
once. The first step Is to cut the 
coat of government and balance the 
national 
budget. 
Stop all 
new 
spending programs until money is 
In sight to pay for them. Deficit- 
financing Is a deadly menace to the 
public welfare. Only grave emer­ 
gencies Justify pushing our bills 
over for unborn children to pay. 
All expenditures should be cut to 
the bone. The Hoover plan for re­ 
organising the executive branch of 
the government should be adopted 
In Its major phases. I have voted 
for the Reorganisation Bill and the 
President's plans submitted In pur­ 
suance thereof right down the line 
and will continue to do so. 
I have consistently supported the 
Civil Rights program on every oc­ 
casion when It was an Issue before 
the House. Everyone Is entitled to 
a Job and full opportunity. No one 
should be disqualified because of his 
color or creed for any Job or oppor­ 
tunity for which he Is otherwise 
qualified. 
I am opposed to Socialised Medi­ 
cine, specifically to the Compulsory 
Health Insurance Program advo­ 
cated by Oscar Ewing and Presi­ 
dent Truman. 
A basic Labor Law Is essential. 
The Taft-Hartley Bill established a 
sound basis from which to work 
forward. I voted for the Taft-Hart- 
Icy Bill. I defended it in the 1948 
campaign, explaining In detail why 
It was helpful to the union man. the 
non-union man. to management and 
to the general public. At the same 
time changes are needed to make 
the law more workable. Nearly all 
of these changes—mainly favorable 
to labor — were Included In the 
Wood Bill of the 1949 session. Presi­ 
dent Truman forced the defeat of 
the Wood Bill by a narrow margin. 
Thus he prevented fair and equit­ 
able changes in the Taft-Hartley 
Bill. merely because he wanted to 
keep It for a campaign issue. 
There has been a deliberate and 
calculated build-up of Governor 
Duff, with the aim of heading off or 
discouraging any rival candidate 
for the Republican Senatorial Nomi­ 
nation. 
Harvey Taylor long ago I 
abandoned any pretense of neutral­ 
ity or open-mindedness. The State 
Chairman, as you know, Is sup­ 
posed to remain neutral during the | 
primaries and then devote his en-1 
ergy to electing the ticket chosen 
by the Republican voters. H arvel 
former "I'm all (Nit for Duff and 
I’m for Harmony" has changed to 
"NO one can come to our meet­ 
ings without the pass word. Tm for 
Duff*." 
Now, that doesn't bother me tone 
bit. I welcome the support of any 
and all Chairmen. Vice-Chairmen 
and others holding positions of 
honor and responsibility in the Re­ 
publican Party. But I know the 
pressures the County Chairmen are 
under. Many of them hold SUte 
Jobs. Others have friends or rela­ 
tives who do. 
Governor Duff's 
"Heads will Roll" threats are fre­ 
quent enough to be well known. 
Why doesn't this bulld-up bother 
me? Because my appeal Is going 
direct to the voters—to you men and 
women of this state. I'm going to 
show. In simple language, how the 
handout state will destroy welfare 
—not give It; how It will deprive 
you of the security you have, and 
can never give you the security It 
promises. 
Why do I say that many county! 
leaders really don t want Duff? Be- 
cause they know Duff can’t beat 
Myers. Senator Myers Is a pleasant 
fellow. He is not arrogant. He Is 
plausible. Against him, Governor 
Duff has no issue based on any 
principle. It Is a case of Duff of­ 
fering SO cents with Myers offering 
a Dollar. The people of Pennsyl­ 
vania are left on the sidelines with 
no one showing them or even try­ 
ing to show them what Is at stake 
—with no one making the struggle 
to spell out the economic and social 
facts involved—which mean life and 
freedom to them and their children. 
Where the issue Is “Do you want 
SO cents or do you want a Dollar?” 
—the answer has always been ‘TU 
take the Dollar." On this basis. 
Duff would lose. Where the Issue 
Is one of principle, our history 
proves that the people do rally to 
the side of principle, if only the 
farts are made clear.

Duff s. Rut how can Governor Duff 
complain of patronage being used 
against him. when he himself is 
using patronage as his one big 
means of trying to win the nomina­ 
tion? 
President Truman and Senator 
Myers believe they won the 1948 
election by their attacks upon the 
Eightieth Congress, which was Re­ 
publican 
They believe that they 
can win again this fail by center­ 
ing their attack upon the record of 
that Congress and the Republican 
members of the Eighty-first Con­ 
gress. 
The nature of the Truman-Myers 
attack already is known. 
It will be the 1948 Truman cam­ 
paign all over again. Mr. Truman 
won primarily because the Repub­ 
lican candidates did not stand on 
the record of Congress. They were 
not able to turn the President's ac­ 
cusations against bim — not pre­ 


pared. for example, to point out 
that the Republican 80th Congress 
is the only Congress in 18 years 
which was able to balance the Fed­ 
eral Budget, accumulate a surplus 
for debt-retirement, and still re 
duce taxes. By upholding the 80th 
Congress in 1948 I was re-elected 
by a majority of 35.000 votes. 
We can do it again this fall. It 
seems self-evident that the Repub­ 
licans roust have. ss their candidate 
for the U. S. Senate this year a 
man who has-been through the mill 
st Washington a man who knows 
the National Issues Inside out, who 
knows all about what Congress has 
done, and why. by reason of having 
served there and shared In the de­ 
bates and Joined In the roll-calls. 
If. as Is inevitable, the main cam­ 
paign debate next fall Is going to be 
over whether the Republican record 
in Congress Is good or bad. who 
else can possibly be qualified to 
hold up the Republican end except 
a Republican Congressman? How 
could It be done by a state official 
with few prior contacts In National 
affairs, whose experience in politics 
has been confined within the bor­ 
ders of this commonwealth? 
Is It not dear that lf this question 
could be divorced from personali­ 
ties and political patronage, the Re­ 
publican Purty would have no in­ 
centive whatever to turn to the Gov­ 
ernor's office for Its Senatorial can­ 
didate this year? 
Unhappily, the question cannot be 


separated from personalities and 
ambitions aud other emotions Nor 
can It be considered entirely free 
from this matter of political Influ­ 
ence 
You no longer hear about the Re­ 
publican program for Pennsylvania 
Now it's called the Duff program 
Gtx»d Republicans resent that The 
program in Pennsylvania is a Re­ 
publican program, made possible by 
the fine work of Governors James 
and Martin, who put the State back 
on a sound financial basis after a 
previous era of run aw ay spending 
Most of the original authorisations 
and appropriations for the Mental 
Health. 
Stream 
Clearance 
and 
other programs were put through 
during the Martin administration. 
The work could not be done then 
because of priorities and because 
of shortages of men and materials 
Governor Duff fell heir not only to 
the Ideas and the laws, hut also to 
large sums of money already appro­ 
priated. His special innovation in 
these plans was to throw the State 
back Into deficit financing. 
Yet all this has suddenly become 
the Duff program. What has become 
of the Republican party In all this? 
While 8enstor Martin did ad­ 
vance Mr. Duff into line for the 
Governorship, there is no reason 
why Governor Duff should be per­ 
mitted to ride into the Senate on 
former Governor Martin's coat tails 
by allowing him to turn a Repub­ 
lican program into his own person-
